ON INCREASE 

Four sex crimes against children and young people a day in Essex in 2016/17 
NSPCC calls for more support and training for police to tackle child sex cases 



THIRTEEN babies under the 
age of one were reported to 
have been sexually abused in 
Essex last year, according to 
new police figures. 

The shocking revelation was 
contained in data released by 
Essex Police, which also 
showed the number of reported 
child sex offences was up by 
more than five per cent, year- 
on-year. 

According to the figures, an 
average of four children per day 
were reported to have been sex¬ 
ually abused every day across 
the county during 2016/17. 

The figures were released to 
the NSPCC after it demanded 
them under Freedom of 
Information legislation. 

The charity has called for 
“increased support and train¬ 
ing” for police to help them 
tackle the problem. 

Police data said that in 
2016/17, Essex Police dealt 


with 1,531 reported child sex 
offences. 

The figure was up 5.7 per 
cent on the previous year, when 
1,449 offences were reported. 

A total of 480 offences were 
against children aged 10 and 
under, and 138 were against 
children aged four and under. 

The figures included rapes, 
sexual assaults and grooming 
offences. 

Data showed the increase 
was below the national aver¬ 
age of 15 per cent. 

Peter Wanless, chief executive 
of the NSPCC, said: “This dra¬ 
matic rise is extremely concern¬ 
ing and shows just how exten¬ 
sive child sexual abuse is.” 

The NSPCC said the ease with 
which adults can groom chil¬ 
dren online could be a signifi¬ 
cant factor in the rising figures, 
because it left predators “able to 
reach hundreds of children”. 

Other factors which could 


have caused the rise, it said, 
were improvements to police 
recording methods and victims 
feeling more confident to 
report their abuse. 

In a statement, the charity 
said: “The NSPCC is calling 
for Government to direct more 
resources to ensure high quali¬ 
ty training and support is avail¬ 
able to frontline police officers, 
to help raise awareness of safe¬ 
guarding procedures and tack¬ 
le child sex offences - especially 
online.” 

Mr Wanless added: “These 
new figures suggest the police 
are making real progress in 
how they investigate sex 
offences against children. 

“To help them tackle the 
issue going forward, we must 
ensure the police are equipped 
to work with other agencies 
and provide ongoing support 
and training to officers on the 
front line.”

Tax payers cough up 
£lm for ‘cleaner’ air

SOME bus services that run 
along the A127 corridor, 
including to Rayleigh and 
Southend, are set to become 
more eco-friendly after fund¬ 
ing was secured. 

Both Rochford District 
Council and Southend 
Council were involved in a 
joint bid with Essex County 
Council and Colchester 
Borough Council for funding 
and they successfully secured 
more than £1 million from The 
Department for Environment, 
Food and Rural Affairs’ 
‘Clean Bus Technology 
Fund’. 

An Essex County Council 
spokesman said a number of 
services which run along the 
A127 corridor will benefit 
from the funding. These 
include First Essex's 25 ser¬ 
vice, which runs from 
Basildon, through Rayleigh, to 
Southend. 

The money will go towards 


the retrofitting of 60 Arriva 
and First buses, which run 
across air quality management 
areas in Rochford and 
Colchester, to Euro VI - the 


highest emissions standard. 

An air quality management 
area covering a number of 
roads in Rayleigh was set up in 
2015 and an air quality action 


plan for the town centre was 
drawn up last year. 

Rochford District Council’s 
portfolio holder for the com¬ 
munity, Cllr Mike Webb, said: 


“We are really pleased to have 
secured such significant fund¬ 
ing to upgrade buses travelling 
through Rayleigh, thereby con¬ 
tributing to our ongoing work 
to improve air quality in 
Rochford district for the bene¬ 
fit of our residents.” 

The county council 
spokesman said it is looking to 
upgrade the buses “as soon as 
possible”. 

Cllr Ray Gooding, the 
county council's cabinet 
member with responsibility 
for passenger transport, said: 
“This is great news to help 
improve air quality and offer 
residents more environmen- 
tally-friendly sustainable 
transport options.”

Tributes as former 
YA reporter Pat dies

TRIBUTES have been paid to former 
Yellow Advertiser reporter Pat Higgins, 
who died on Wednesday, February 14 
after a brief spell in hospital. 

Pat, the wife of former YA editor Phil 
Higgins, started freelancing at the YA in 
the late 1990s before joining as a full¬ 
time staff member. 

She had become a journalist later in 
life after leaving her former career as a 
solicitor in local Government. In addi¬ 
tion to working as a reporter, Pat also 
did a stint as Mother of the Chapel for 
the YA’s chapter of the National Union 
of Journalists. 

Former Basildon Council leader Tony 
Ball paid tribute to her, saying: “I met 
Pat once a week at one time for a regu¬ 
lar briefing. She obviously asked a lot 
of searching questions but I found her 
to be a nice lady; very pleasant to talk 
to and deal with.” 

In 2011, by then in her 70s and unable 
to walk without a stick, she insisted on 
covering the controversial Dale Farm 
eviction in person, embedding herself 
with travellers at the site. 

A year later Pat began working part- 
time while she cared for her husband 
Phil, who was battling cancer. 

Cllr Ball said: “I knew her when she 
was caring for her husband, which put a 
strain on her, but she seemed to take it 
stoically.” 

Phil sadly died in February 2013. 
Tragically, two days later, their son also 
died from a suspected heart attack. Pat 
had to organise a joint funeral. 


By this time Pat had moved onto the 
Castle Point and Southend patch. 

Fong-time Canvey Island councillor 
Ray Howard said: “I’m so sad to hear 
this news and I mean that from the 
heart. I send my condolences to her 
family. She was lovely. 

“I had a lot to do with her when she 
was the reporter for Castle Point. She 
was a professional journalist without 
doubt, but she was also someone I 
regarded as a true lady; always very 
courteous and professional in all the 
issues that she raised with me.” 

Pat finally retired in 2016, but tragedy 
struck again on the very day she left 
when her daughter, who had been 
admitted to hospital with a broken leg, 
died suddenly of a blood clot. 


Since her retirement, Pat had been vol¬ 
unteering as a reader for talking newspa¬ 
pers for the blind, but had kept in touch 
with YA editor Mick Ferris, who said this 
week: “I had known Pat since my first 
spell at the YA in the ’90s and I was back 
when Phil and then Frank tragically died 
within days of each other. 

“You don’t recover from something like 
that and I would have many conversations 
with her over the following months. 

“She was particularly close to former 
features writer Fiz Wade, who visited 
her regularly, and my former assistant 
Trish North. 

“We are devastated here that someone 
we considered one of our own has gone.” 

Cllr Howard added: “She’s with her 
family now. May she rest in peace.”

IN light of the recent Oxfam 
scandal we should maybe ask a 
few questions as to how much 
charitable donations cost us as 
taxpayers, where the money 
goes, and how much of it actu¬ 
ally is used to benefit the tar¬ 
get cause. 

With 160,000 charities in the 
UK and chief executives work¬ 
ing for the UK’s top 100 chari¬ 
ties on an average remuneration 
package of just over £167,000 
in the last year, you may won¬ 
der if charities run for the right 
reasons or just another business 
opportunity to benefit the direc¬ 
tors and a few high paid staff, 
leaving the actual work to be 
carried out by volunteers with 
good intention. 

Of course this is also at a cost 
to taxpayers whether or not you 
actively support the charity. The 
vast amounts of money collect¬ 
ed in this way are of course 


enough to pay the directors’ 
wage and the other virtually 
unknown costs before the 
remaining profit may be used 
for the purpose that we thought 
the charity was set up for. 

Oxfam is, of course, not the 
only charity that may be mis¬ 
using the funds and we may 
never know the full extent of 
the problem. I wonder how 
many charity shops are operat¬ 
ing just to cover the initial cost 
of running the charity. 

My next question would be, 
where does the £12billion-plus 
in overseas aid go? I know that 
a large proportion goes to the 
UN to distribute how they feel 
fit, but how much is going to 
countries with corrupt govern¬ 
ments who do little to help 
their own people? 

I know that we make large 
donations to countries that 
have suffered loss due to being 
destroyed by other countries 
after being supplied weapons 
by the western world including 
the UK. 

So my third question is why 
is our Government supporting 
overseas countries whilst our 
National Health is in crisis and 
we have people in poverty liv¬ 
ing on the streets? 

The answer, of course, is that 
the rich can afford private 
healthcare and education and 
they don’t really care for those 
less well off people in the UK. 


If you give to a charity, I 
suggest you check them out 
very carefully before throwing 
your money down the drain.

F RANK Turner is embarking on 
a world tour to launch his new 
album Be More Kind. The tour 
will bring the celebrated singer- 
songwriter to the Cliffs Pavilion, 
Southend, on May 2. 

The hugely anticipated album - 
Turner’s seventh studio album - will 
be released on May 4 through Xtra 
Mile Recordings and Polydor 
Records. It comes just months after 
the release of Songbook, a career- 
spanning retrospective which also 
saw reworked versions of tracks 
from across the past decade. 

Be More Kind represents a the¬ 
matic and sonic line in the sand for 
the 36-year-old. It combines univer¬ 
sal anthems with raw emotion. 

“I wanted to try and get out of i 
my comfort zone and do some¬ 
thing different,” said Turner. 

It synthesizes political and per¬ 
sonal sentiments with the intricate 
folk and punk trademarks of Turner’s 
sound, all while being imbued with 
bold experimental shades. 

Be More Kind has been produced 
by Austin Jenkins and Joshua 
Block, formerly of psychedelic-rock 
Texans White Denim, and Florence 
And The Machine and Halsey col¬ 
laborator Charlie Hugall. 

Turner was halfway through writ¬ 
ing a very different sort of album, a 
concept record about women from 
history who had been ignored, 
when he was reading a collection of 
Clive James’ poetry and one partic¬ 
ular line compelled him to re-think. 

It was from a poem called 
Lecons Des Tenebres: “I should 
have been more kind. It is my fate. 
To find this out, but find it out too 
late. It devastated me the first time 
I read it,” he said. 

“A lot of older, wiser people tend 
to say things like that, that the 
things that come out in the wash at 
the end of a human life are the way 


you treated the people around you. 

“In the modern world, that’s a 
lesson that all of us, myself includ¬ 
ed could do to learn.” 

Turner and his band, the Sleeping 
Souls, were on tour in the USA in 
2016 “when the world decided to 
go collectively nuts” and the songs 
that make up Be More Kind started 
to come together. 

“Somewhere in the record, 
there’s a convergence of the ideas 
of personal and political, which is 
a central theme.” 

One of the driving themes of the 
album is empathy, even for your 
enemy.

INCE 1929, only five women have been 
nominated for the coveted Directing 
'statuette at the Academy Awards and 
only one of those hopefuls won - Kathryn 
Bigelow in 2009 for The Hurt Locker. 

Indie actress Greta Gerwig is the latest 
filmmaker to recalibrate that shocking imbal¬ 
ance with her magnificent directorial debut, a 
sublime coming-of-age comedy drama set 
in turn of the 21st century Sacramento. 

Although Lady Bird isn’t strictly autobio¬ 
graphical, Gerwig draws on fond memories 
of her Californian hometown for a beauti¬ 
fully observed valentine to mother-daugh¬ 
ter relationships and youthful exuberance, 
infused with unabashed warmth for her 
well-drawn characters. 

The writer-director has a sharp ear for the 
ebb and flow of pithy conversations 
between friends and family, like when the 
title character asks her father if he can 
believe that it took Canadian singer-song- 
writer Alanis Morissette just 10 minutes to 
compose her hit, Hand In My Pocket. 

“I can believe it,” he deadpans. 

Gerwig’s sharp writing has attracted a stel¬ 
lar cast led by Oscar nominees Saoirse 
Ronan and Laurie Metcalf as the title charac¬ 
ter and her working mother, who generate 
friction every time they are in close proximity. 

Sardonic high school student Christine 
McPherson (Ronan) yearns to escape the 
suffocating regulations of her Catholic high 
school. 

“The only exciting thing about 2002 is 
that it’s a palindrome,” she bemoans to her 
mother Marion (Metcalf), who works as a

Rochdale 2-2 Tottenham Hotspur 
Brian Jeeves reporting from the 
Crown Oil Arena 

TOTTENHAM Hotspur face 
another Emirates FA Cup replay 
after Rochdale substitute, Stephen 
Davies, fired a dramatic stoppage¬ 
time equaliser in a hugely enter¬ 
taining fifth-round tie. 

Much of the pre-match talk had 
circled around the home side’s 
much-maligned playing surface, 
which had been the centre of a num¬ 
ber of recent postponements, as well 
as receiving a fair amount of criti¬ 
cism following Rochdale’s fourth- 
round replay success over Millwall. 

Nevertheless, the ground staff at 
the Crown Oil Arena had worked 
around the clock to re-lay the pitch. 

Speaking before the match, Dale 
boss, Keith Hill, said: “To get to the 
fifth round for only the third time in 
the club’s history is already an 
achievement but we’re planning on 
trying to win against Tottenham. 

“It’s highly unlikely but we have 
to plan to be successful.” 

It had been a hugely contrasting 
eight days for Spurs, who arrived in 
the foothills of the South Pennines 
off the back of a North London 
derby victory over Arsenal, fol¬ 
lowed by a Champions League 
draw with Juventus in Turin. 

Boss Mauricio Pochettino showed 


the home side absolute respect by 
selecting a strong starting 11, 
including Danny Rose, Toby 
Alderweireld, Heung-Min Son and 
latest signing, Luca Moura. 

And it was clear that Pochettino 
wasn’t taking any chances, with 
Harry Kane, Dele Alii and Erik 
Lamela named amongst the subs. 

Typically in this type of contest, 
early exchanges were frantic, with 
the League One strugglers scurry¬ 
ing around like their very exis¬ 
tence depended upon it. 

Indeed, the enthusiastic hosts 
were giving their illustrious oppo¬ 
nents some uneasy moments, with 
Andrew Cannon and skipper Ian 
Henderson proving to be problem¬ 
atic to the Spurs rearguard during 
the opening minutes. 

Meanwhile, Son’s stinging angled 
effort was blocked as the visitors 
displayed a threat of their own. 

Rochdale survived a mighty scare 
when keeper Josh Lillis did well to 
thwart the progress of Son before 
Fernando Llorente sent the loose 
ball the wrong side of an upright. 

Spurs were now offering the 
greater threat, Moussa Sissoko 
was a whisker away from a telling 
touch following a flowing move 
involving livewire Son, while 
Moura was wayward as the tide 
continued to turn. 

As the game continued, 
Henderson passed up a decent 


opportunity to set up a possible 
shock, fluffing his lines after find¬ 
ing some room behind the 
stretched Spurs backline. But 
shortly before the break they made 
the breakthrough. 

Henderson met Andrew 
Cannon’s low centre with a crisp 
left-footed strike, beating Spurs 
keeper Michel Vorm. 

Spurs were in a hole. However, on 
the hour mark, Moura provided a 
neat finish to restore parity, much to 
the relief of the 2,000 travelling 
fans, who had until that moment 
witnessed Rochdale contain their 
array of stars with alarming ease. 

Victor Wanyama should have 
handed Spurs the lead, but some¬ 
how managed to lift over from lit¬ 
tle over two yards, while Dale 
keeper, Lillis, fisted clear 
Trippier’s fierce free-kick as pres¬ 
sure continued to grow. 

Pochettino threw on Alii and 
Kane in a bid to finish the contest, 
and the move almost paid dividends 
when the former teed up Lamela, 
whose deflected effort was nodded 
off the line by Oliver Rathbone. 

But with time running out Alii 
was felled by Harrison McGahey, 
and Kane scored from the spot. 

But that wasn’t to be the end of 
the drama. Sub Davies turned on 
the proverbial sixpence to fire 
home, writing his name into Dale 
folklore and setting up a thorough¬ 


ly deserved Wembley replay. 

“After Harry scored we all 
believed the tie was won,” 
Pochettino said after the game. 

This will be the second time 
Spurs have faced a replay against 
lower league opposition, after 
League Two Newport County 
forced the North Londoners into a 
second tie in the previous round. 

Rochdale boss Hill was delighted 
and hugely proud of his League 
One side’s achievement, adding: “I 
think it was a reward. I think it was 
always deserved, at least the oppor¬ 
tunity to go to Wembley in a 
replay.” 

Spurs now turn their attention 
back to the Premier League and 
face Crystal Palace at Selhurst Park 
on Sunday, February 26 (12pm).

CHRIS Powell’s purple patch contin¬ 
ues after his Shrimpers side trounced 
ten-man Pompey on Saturday.
